New York, Aug. 7.— (Correspond­ 
ence of Tho Associated Press)—War 
has caused an increase of crime and 
depravity among tho German people, 
according to an analysis published by 
the Berlin Vorwaerts. The paper re­ 
calls that at the beginning of the war 
prophets spoke of a "steel bath" In 
the waters o fwhlch the morale of 
the German people would recuperate. 
i\ "Since August 4,1914,” says the 
Vorwaerts, "we have allowed the 
blessings of this bath to act on os 
with steadily increasing vigor and the 
result is a moral condition of health 
of the German people of milch the 
compilations of criminals sUtistics 
give convincing reports. These tell os 
of the steadily increasing bomber of 
crimes of brutality, 
and 
serious 
crimes against property and a glance 
at any newspaper confirms the hor­ 
ribly increasing number of robber­ 
ies and burglaries in the cites and 
as well as in rara! 
districts. Sys­ 
tematically organised and methodi­ 
cally operating bands 
of 
robbers 
menace continually life and property 
of "respectable citizens." 
"Also honesty o fthe latter bas 
suffered a perceptible "crack" and 
here the influence of the steel bath is 
directly proved. We do not fear that 
we are disclosing any sUte-endang- 
ering secret when we announce the 
fact that at present there probably 
are few German subjects left* who 
have not in some more or less serious 
manner violated the existing govern­ 
ment decrees and laws 
and made 
themselves liable to punishment." 
The Vorwaerts, then cites the in­ 
stances of the citizen, who on Sun­ 
days goes to the country to buy food 
for hoarding purposes, of the proud 
wife of the owner of a large estate, 
whose chickens "lay" eggs only for 
a mark apiece .of the wife of the 
First Lieutenant who sells the food 
articles received from her husband 
at the front at fancy prices and the 
army of usurers ,secret traders and 
forgers. 
The Vorwaerts then dwells on the 
effects of the steel bath on the grow­ 
ing generation and cl tee. compt aluta 
by the clergy and teachers to show 
that depravity la one of its results. 
The paper calla attention to what 
it describes aa the "fruits of the best 
education as shown during the Ra­ 
ti eck-Bernstorff libel case." It adds: 
"When refined cavaliers of the most 
prominent society apply the most 
common names to each other and box 
each other's ears .then no one bas 
the right to claim for one certain 
class, decency and well-behavior. 
« "The steel bath exerts Its effects 
on everyone and splashes over tho 
home o fthe proletariat as well as 
over th playroom in th family of the 
count," concludes the Berlin publicar 
lion.

FIRE DESTROYS AIRPLANE™... 
FACTORY IN GERMANY. 


Geneva, Switzerland, April 17.— 
Enormous loss was caused by the 
fire which broke out Saturday in the 
zeppelin works at Mansel, near Freid- 
richshafen and destroyed the plant, 
which had been transformed for the 
manufacture of airplanes of the Go­ 
tha type, according to reliable re­ 
ports from Rorschach, on Lake Con­ 
stance. Vast quantities of raw mate­ 
rials were burned and it is reported 
at Constance that two large zeppelins 
and forty airplanes also were destroy­ 
ed, comprising the whole fleet then 
at the plant. 
The number of victims was consid­ 
erable, but as the military authori­ 
ties are preventing anyone from ap­ 
proaching the scene of the fire, the 
number of killed and injured could 
not be learned. 
The fire burned all day Sunday, 
according to two Swiss travelers who 
were in Friedrichshafen on Sunday. 
The fire began with an explosion and 
there were frequent explosions thru- 
out Saturday night and the following 
day, apparently due to the bursting 
of gasoline tanks and hydrogen cyl­ 
inders.

Liverpool, 
March 
20.— (Corres­ 
pondence of The Associated Press) — 
Liverpool, the second largest city in 
England, is leading the whole coun­ 
try in solving the food shortage prob­ 
lem. 
It has 
municipal 
kitchens 
which are models and work more ef­ 
ficiently than those in any other part 
of the kingdom. 
It sets every other 
city in the country an example by 
maintaining a municipal potato peel­ 
ing plant and cooking the potatoes 
for the bakers to mix with their flour. 
Its latest enterprise is supplying 
householders with boiling w ater for 
cooking and washing purposes and 
thereby causing a great saving in 
fuel. 
Liverpool’s city fathers are very 
proud of their efforts to make their 
people the most comfortable in the 
country in these days 
of 
enforced 
economy. 
With a display of pride 
they gladly show visitors these new 
ways of meeting the food shortage. 
They take them along the 
streets 
where butcher’s shops are shut for 
want of meat. 
A sign on the meat 
market reads, “Why buy meat from 
the butcher when you can get it ready 
cooked at the food depot?” The ar­ 
gument is unanswerable particularly 
when there is no meat to buy at the 
butcher’s. 
There are always municipal cook­ 
shops where a family of four might 
buy and take away a satisfying din­ 
ner for 25 cents. Stewed steaks, po­ 
tatoes and puddings are the principal 
articles. 
An enterprising city engineer has 
set up an engine which runs a mach­ 
ine that peels tons of potatoes in a 
few minutes, and also supplies steam 
to great cauldrons in which the po­ 
tatoes are cooked. This enterprise 
supplies a clean and wholesome flour 
to the bakers which is mixed with 
wheat flour and helps to produce a 
delicious bread. 
At the food depots a person can 
buy for a cent a great bucket of boil­ 
ing water, and the population is be­ 
ing encouraged to come for this boll­ 
ing water In order to save coal. In­ 
stead of buying coal to boil a kettle 
for cocoa or tea people can get as 
much water as they want for a cent 
Those responsible for Liverpool’s 
enterprise declare that results have 
already shown that a workman's fam­ 
ily can live much better and more 
economically by buying its meals at 
the food depots than by doing its own 
cooking. 


GLOOMY VIEW OF GER* 
BIAN FOOD SITUATION 


Amsterdam. March 15.— (Corres­ 
pondence of The Associated Press)— 
A gloomy view of the food situation 
in Germany was outlined by Dr. Von 
Bretterich, the Bavarian Minister of 
the interior, In a forecast which has 
appeared In the Berlin newspapers. 


The public was told that “not only is 
there no chance of the potato ration 
being increased, but we must think 
ourselves lucky if it is maintained at 
its present 
level.” 
The 
Bavarian 
Minister said he hoped the bread ra­ 
tion might not have to be reduced and 
that the meat ration may be kept at 
its present height, bu there was lit­ 
tle confidence in the tone of this as­ 
sertion. 
Special preparations of cereals, on 
which many hopes were based a few 
weeks ago were not yet on the mar­ 
ket in any considerable quantities, 
and the public must wait for a daily 
ration of half a teacupful. 
Wholesale complaints of the qual­ 
ity of food being supplied at the pub­ 
lic kitchens throughout Germany ap­ 
pear in the newspapers. The director 
of public kitchens, in reply to these 
attacks, issued the following state­ 
ments: 
“With the continuance of the war, 
the quality of the materials we re­ 
ceive becomes ever poorer, and the 
choice more limited. 
We are com­ 
pelled to take what is offered us or 
go without. Complaints of defective 
quality are simply ignored, and if we 
insist upon receiving a regular sup­ 
ply we run the risk of being entirely 
cut off. The fat quota allotted to us 
grows ever smaller, spices are now 
scarcely obtainable, and the substi­ 
tute spices have a bad 
flavor. The 
vegetable supply is now limited to 
kohlrabi and turnips.” 
A pessimistic article on the potato 
situation by a member of the Prus­ 
sian House of Deputies says that the 
acreage under potatoes has decreas­ 
ed by one-fifth as compared with the 
peace time figure. “Not only is the 
acreage less,” he says, “but the de­ 
mand is greater, and a crop double 
that of peace time would not fully 
suffice.”

Every householder, every public util­ 
ity and every industrial user of coal 
engaged in work essential to the prose­ 
cution of the war are earnestly ad­ 
vised and urged to place without de­ 
lay their orders for coal to cover their 
needs for the 12 months beginning 
April L 
During the past 12 months there has 
been suffering among consumers and a 
curtailment of essential production by 
Industries through Inability to obtain 
necessary fuel after the beginning of 
winter. 
A year ago consumers were 
led to believe that they might safely 
withhold their orders until later In the 
year. They labored under the impres­ 
sion that coal could be bought and se­ 
cured as well at one time as another. 
They were told that there was plenty 
of coal for everybody and that there 
woald be plenty of coal cars to move 
the coal In also. 
This advice and Its acceptance by 
consumers was one of the contributing 
causes to the coal shortage, with its 
consequent suffering among domestic 
consumers and lessening in production 
of commodities needed in our war ac­ 
tivities. 
The Fuel Administration was not 
then In existence and did not begin its 
work until August 23. It was then al­ 
ready too late to undo the harm w'hich 
had been done. The Fuel Administra­ 
tion would be negligent of its duty to 
the public if It failed to call attention 
at this time to the unfortunate results 
of the mistaken course paroled by the 
pdblic a year ago and to warn all con­ 
sumers in the most emphatic manner 
possible that a repetition of those re­ 
sults can be avoided only by accepting 
and acting immediately upon the Fuel 
Administration’s advice, here given: 
Order Your Coal at Once. 
Let every consumer of the classes 
mentioned ascertain his fuel require­ 
ments for the coming year. 
Do this 
at once. Order sufficient coal to meet 
those requirements. Place your orders 
st once. If domestic consumers have 
not sufficient storage space for the 
coal they will need they should en­ 
large their bins. If public utilities and 
Industries engaged upon government 
work have not sufficient storage space 
they should at once provide i t 
The production of coal in this coun­ 
try Is fundamentally a transportation 
problem. There are enough coal cars 
and enough locomotives to transport 
the necessary quantity of coal, only if 
every car and every locomotive is 
used to Its maximum capacity every 
day In the year. 
There are enough 
operatives in the mines to get the coal 
from the ground if those operatives 
can work every day in the year and it 
the coal cars and locomotives are 
available every day. 
The fuel problem Is to get the coal 
from the first place of deposit to the 
final place of deposit with as little de­ 
lay as possible and in as steady and 
continuous a stream as circumstances 
will permit 
The railroads may be 
compared to a water pipe, which needs 
to run full all the time to carry the 
necessary amount of water to its des­ 
tination. If that water is shut off for 
any appreciable time It means an ulti­ 
mate shortage. The pipe can carry no 
more than Its maximum capacity per 
day. 
Borrow, if You Must 
Inconvenience of paying for coal In 
the spring or summer when it will* not 
be needed until autumn or winter 
should not influence any consumer to 
delay placing his order and securing 
his supply. It is far wiser to borrow 
money in the spring to pay for one’s 
coal than to walt until autumn or 
winter, when if the coal has not been 
mined and shipped money cannot pro­ 
cure It 
The Fuel Administration* through 
the State Fuel Administrators and lo­ 
cal committees* la prepared In every 
reasonable way to ald public utilities, 
essential Industries, retail dealers and 
domestic consumers In placing their 
orders and In securing assurance of a 
sufficient supply of fuel 
Al! these 
governmental agencies, however, are 
powerless lf the consumers themselves 
fan to a ct Again, therefore, the Fuel 
Administration urges every consume? 
to place his orders immediately. This 
should ordinarily be done through the 
medium of supply upon which the con­ 
sumer has relied In the p est If this 
Course la followed it may be hoped 
that the suffering and loss of the past 
winter will not be repeated. If it Is 
not done consumers will have them- 
I selves to blame.
